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The replies filed on April 10, 2002 and April 12, 2002 are not fully responsive to the 
prior Office action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

Applicant has requested that the corrections to the drawings be held in abeyance. 
However, the attachment to the PTO-948 form clearly states that the corrections must be 
5 submitted within the time period set forth in the attached Office communication. 

In addition, in the telephone interview of April 8, 2002, applicant's representative 
requested that the invention being prosecuted be changed from prosecution of claims to "a 
genome" to claims to "a plant". The Examiner stated that she would consider the change if it 
would not require an additional burden for search and examination, and would advance the 
10 prosecution of the case. However, applicant has not substituted "plant" in the claims for 
"genome", but is now claiming both, as well as cells, tissues and seeds. In addition, the 
amendments to the claims and the newly submitted claims to methods make clear that changing 
the invention that is examined mid-prosecution clearly would require an additional burden for 
search and examination. Furthermore, the claim amendments do not advance the prosecution 
15 of this application. Therefore, prosecution will continue on the originally elected invention of 
Group I to a Brassica genome. Applicant is advised to amend the claims to remove the non- 
elected subject matter. 
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See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same.
